Doth by theſe p2eſents, by the aduice of His Pꝛiuie Counſel, notifie to all maner of perſons of all 
conditions, that (hal ſend oꝛ carp into Spaine, Portugal, Burgundy,o2 Any other the ſaid King of Spaincs 
Countreys 02 Donuntons, any maner of Gꝛaine oꝛ other Uictuals,ozany manner of Pꝛouiſions, 
to ſerue to build, furniſh oꝛ Arme any Ships of Marre, oꝛ any kind of Munition foꝛ the Warre, oz 
Materials foꝛ the ſame, being not of the nature of meere Merchandtze, that, as it is lawfull foꝛ 
His Maieſtie, being a Monarch and Pꝛinte Souereigne, anvas other Kings in like taſes haue 
alwapes bled to doe, Hee will not onely authoztze His owne Admirals, and Captaines of His 
owne Ships of Warre, ſeruing on the Deas, but will alſo allow and appꝛooue all other His 
Subiects, to Arme their Ships at their will, and with them to impeach and arreſt all Ships, 
that (hall Saile, either out of the Eaſt parts, ozout of the Low:Countreys, oꝛ from any other 
Parts, with intention to paſſe to Spaine, Portugal, Burgundy, oz any other the King of Spaines Coun⸗ 
treps 02 Dominions, oz to any the laid King of Spaines Ships , being on the Seas, hauing on 
Board any ſuch Gzatne, Uictuall, oz pꝛouiſions of Marre, oz Furniture foꝛ ſhipping, oꝛ Ma⸗ 
terials fo2 the ſame, and the lame to being into the next good Poꝛt, there to bee oꝛdered, as 
Goods duely fozfeited foꝛ the benefit of His Maieſtie, where His Mateſttes Shippes ſhall arreſt 
the lame, and to the benefit offuch others, as being not in his Maieſties Mages, ſhall by their 
trauaile and aduenture haue ſtayed and arreſted ſuch Ships and Goods pꝛohibited: Pꝛouided, 
that all others, beſides the Captatnes of His Mateſties owne Ships, that ſhall be diſpoled to 
Arme their Ships koꝛ this purpoſe, (hall firſt notifie their intent to the Lozd high Admirall of 
England, making declaration of their conditton,of their maner of ipping,ofthe Furniture there- 
of, ofthe number of men requiſite to ſerue therein, with their quantities of Uictuall and Muntti⸗ 

on, and ok all other things requiſite to bee certified to the Loꝛd Admirall, which being by him al⸗ 
{owed, thereupon the Owners ot the laid Ships, and the Captatnes and Conductozs thereof, 
to bee bound, to His Mateſttes vſe, in good ſummes of money foꝛ themſelues, and, as cauſe ſhall 
require, to the Lozd Admirall, with ſufficient Sureties, that they doe their beſt endeuour, with⸗ 
out fraud, foꝛ gaine oꝛ compoſition, to arreſt ſuch Ships, hauing as is aboueſapd, Gzaine,Uictu- 
all, Armes, Munition, oꝛ Furniture foꝛ ſhipping, oz any Materials foz the ſame, intended to bee 
carted to any of the ſayd King of Spaines Dominions, o: Countreys, as afozeſaid, and like- 
wiſe to bee bound, as is afozeſayd, that with the ſayd Ships, no harme (hall bee wittingly 
done to any perſon on the Deas, being in friendſhip with his Maieſtie, and that ſhall not bee 
pꝛiuie to the cartage of any ſuch Gꝛaine, Uictuall, Pꝛouiſion, Furniture 02 Materials, into 
any the ſayd King of Spaincs Domintons , oꝛ towards any of his Countreys, o2 to any the King 
ofSpaincs Ships being on the Seas: And in caſe any ſhall be found to haue committed any ſuch 
offence, whereby their Bonds ſhall bee foꝛfeited, the parties damnified ſhall be fully recompen⸗ 
ted foꝛ all their Loſſes and Dammages, with the ſummes of money foꝛfeited, and otherwilſe,as 
there ſhall bee cauſe, and the offendozs allo ſeuerely puniſhed, accozding to their offences , by 


due courle of Law,
